Baccalaureate Sermon 


The attitude toward life of young people in 
preparatory schools and colleges was the 
theme of the address given Sunday afternoon 
to the senior class of Phillips academy by 
hh James Gordon Gilkey, DD. of Spring- 
ield. 

He opened his remarks by quoting the very 
radical points of view of two college students 
as expressed in a recent meeting held in New 
York. One young man spoke of religion as 
something which might be “either taken or 
left” while a young woman said that what the 
present generation longed for above all else 
was independence, intellectual, spiritual and 
ethical without regard to the ideals of their 
elders. Such expressions, he said, should be 
listened to with a saving sense of humor, 
particularly as young people, in a desire to 
shock their parents and teachers often drew 
on the imagination. 


To give a more wholesome attitude toward 
life he commended to his hearers’ attention 
several great principles of life. The first of 
these was that life lays on all of us the obliga- 
tion of constant self-control in spite of the 
modern talk of ‘development through un- 
restrained self-expression”. ‘The second 
principle was that happiness in life is found 
through hard work and fine achievement, not 
in leisure, idleness and spending money. As 
examples he cited Edison and Charles W. 
Eliot who found satisfaction in hard work, 
followed by conspicuously valubale achieve- 
ment. 


And finally he stressed the obligation to 
pass on the ideas and ideals of our present 
civilization built up around our schools 
colleages and philanthropic agencies, an 
make an adequate repayment of the invest- 
ment made on their lives. ‘For unto whom- 
soever much is given, of him shall be much 

uired.”

ABBOT BACCALAUREATE 


Sermon Preached by: the Rev. Albert 
Parker Fitch, D. D., at the South 


Church June 2nd for the simulations of goodness, your dislike 


of religious and moral conventions as such, 
Some time ago, before Mr. John Erskine 


took to writing commercially profitable 
novels dealing with the pure relativity of 
morals, he published a volume of really dis- 
tinctive essays, the first of which he called the 
“Moral Obligation to be Intelligent. "Tam 
taking this title of Mr. Erskine’s essay as the 
theme of the baccalaureate address this 
morning. As we celebrate the one hundredth 
anniversary of a school of learning it may not 
be out of pli ice to remind you of what, for the 
most part, is overlooked in American Schools; 
namely, that the chief thing in a school of 
learning is, after all, this moral obligation to 
be intelligent. 


and your scorn of hy pocrisy prove it. Hypoc- 


and ridiculous is born of your deep sense of 
the value of sincerity and simplicity. There 
hangs in Warren House, underneath the 
picture of a lad who died in the Great War, an 
excerpt from one of his freshman themes. It 
runs as follows: 

“Three years later, however, I began to 
live. This was brought about through a great 
sorrow which entered my life. My father died, 
leaving me with a wonderful mother, who 
didn’t understand me, and a great responsi- 
bility. I did not realize how much I should 
miss this man until later when problems that 
my mother did not, and could not, under- 
stand came up, and it was left all to my own 
judgment to ecide them, It was up to me to 
make good and do it all by myself. Whether 
or not I will succeed remains to be seen, but I 
can truthfully say that so far I think my 
mother has been pleased.” 

There speaks the spirit of youth; this 


ethics, business integrity, civic virtue. These 
things, are, however, merely appropriate and 
characteristic expressions of men’s love of 
goodness. 

You may remember that Walter Scott, of 
whom Lockhart says in his fine phrase that 

‘in him the ge’ ntleman survived the genius”,

In the early days of the primitive Church 


there was a Bishop,—the Bishop of Antioch, 


named Ignatius. And ther was strife in those 


days as to whether the State or the Church 


stood first. The Roman Emperor was very 
wise in allowing everyone to keep his own 


religion, but the Emperor said that every 
man must give his 


statue of the Emporer which was found in 


every large town. Now this man Ignatius 
“Nothing comes 


would not do it. He said, 
before my God; my conscience is higher than 
my State.” T! herefore they sent for him to be 
taken to Rome and be thrown to the lions in 


the arena. On his way he wrotea famous letter 


to the Romans in which he xaid, “Come, 
fire and the cross; come crowds. of wild 
beasts; come the breakings, tearings, separa- 
tions of bones; let the very torment of the 
devil come upon me. But only let me be true 
to Jesus Christ.”’ You see this man was what 


we should call a “pacifist”, and in his day the 


content of the good life lay in insisting upon 


the rights of his conscience as against the 
demands of the State. Perhaps similar prob- 


lems will confront you as they have already 


confronted your brothers. It is interesting to 


note that, having killed Ignatius, then after- 
ward they sainted him. 

A little later on there was feudal Europe, 
decentralized and turbulent. 
economic unity, no political unity. Only one 
thing held feudal Europe together, and that 


was the great covering fabric of the Christian 
church, The Papacy was the only inter- 


national force which was saving the turbu- 
lent continent. 


There came a day when the King of Eng- 


land, Henry the Second, said, “I will stand 
for nationalism and keep my country a 
nationalistic state.” But he had a great chan- 
cellor, Becket said, ‘No, the international 
power is greater and more valuable than the 
merely national.”’ So he arrayed himself on 
the side of the Papacy. Henry did not have 
Becket killed. One does not do that. Henry 
permitted him to be killed. It is not so messy 
for your conscience to do that. He was slain 
not far from the high altar in Canterbury 
Cathedral. 


Of course that kind of moral problem never 
comes to us. That is to say, it never comes up 
to usin that precise content, but it does come 
for usin principle. This man decided as a part 
of his moral obligation,—being an intelligent 
person,—as you are presumably,—that great 
international force was more potent for the 
welfare of Europe than nationalistic rival- 
ries. They killed him and then they sainted 
him, too. You will have a similar moral prob- 
lem’ w hen you decide as to your attitude 
towards the League of Nations. 


A little later on there was the beginning 
of the Eighteenth Century in England. Eng- 
land had still the inheritance of the Restora- 
tion and the Restoration drama, which is 
certainly brilliant and scabrous—is more 
brilliant than scabrous, but both. Licentious- 
ness was rife. John Wesley rose to try to give 
the people something to make human beings 
of them, and set his face against the moral 
delinquencies of his day. He made a fresh 
code of morals, born of a new problem in 
England, and said, “You shall not dance,” 
because dancing was then sex-license; “You 
shall not play cards,” which was then high 

gambling. It was not as bad as the gambling 


said, “ You shall not go to the play.” Because 
the play s of those days did not merely skate 


over thin ice, but over if 
most part! Therefore, 
culture he found, this a wade a new set of 
morals in order to meet it. 

One more illustration. A great man wrote, 
a couple of hundred years ago, a book called 
Pilgrim’s Progress. I used to read the book 
when I was a boy because I did not have to! 
I enjoyed it. Christian starts out alone from 
the City of Destruction to save his own soul. 
Alone he comes to the straight and narrow 
gate; alone he goes by the interpreter’s house 
and the lions in his way, and Giant Despair, 
and then comes to the Delectable Mountains. 

Now, today, if a good man finds himself 
in the City of Destruction and has a sense of 
moral obligation, will he run away from it? 
Not he! He will say, 
it or live for it! 
morality. 

Second: Moral choices are also difficult 
because the content of our deeds depends also 
on our time of life and on our own particular 
circumstances. Goodness is one thing for the 
child, another for the grown man or woman, 
So we come to your own problem, What does 
it mean to be good as an Abbot graduate? 
It means having a honest, honorable and well 
trained mind. Character, for you, must in- 
clude, first, free and clear and courageous 
thinking. We all remember the story related 
in the biography of Phillips Brooks of what 
happened when he first went down to Alex- 
andria in Virginia to begin his theological 
training. He arrived in the evening, after the 
courses of the day were over, and found his 
fellow students engaged in a prayer meeting. 
He was naturally a shy man, with no great 
facility of superficial religious expression, and 
he was both embarrassed and discouraged as 
he saw the ease and eloquence with which the 
students prayed and testified. Brooks felt 
himself humble and abashed in the presence 
of these young apostles. But in the following 
days when he saw these young men in the 
classroom, heard them fail in their courses, 
realized the intellectual laziness and failure 
in academic duties which they displayed, he 
then felt for them a healthy and well merited 
contempt. Just so with us; the natural place 
to look for character in this community is in 
the class-room, the laboratory, the study, the 
library. 

You are graduates now of anancient school. 
Do not sink under the weight of the gloomy 

sanctity of the last one hundred years. Ex- 
pand in the light of the infinite variety which 
has kept this school going for one hundred 
years. lor plasticity and change are the two 
notes of life; and, if this school has lived one 
hundred years, it has done so because plasti- 
city and change have been working their 
divine alchemy all the time in it, There never 
was a time in which it was more necessary 
that you should recognize your obligation to 
intelligent thinking. Por you are American- 
born girls and I do not think the sense of 
mental integrity is a chief American charac- 
teristic. We believe in morality of action 
because we love action, and for the most part 
it never occurs to us that you can’t have 
morality of action if you have not got integ- 
rity of thinking. For how can anybody act 
straight and think crookedly? How can any- 
body act crookedly and think straight? How

can anybody not quite know what they are 
about and yet do it well? As a man thinketh 


in his heart, so is he, Such as are your habi- 
tual thoughts, such shall be your soul, for the 
soul is dyed by your thoughts. 


Let me ask you who are new graduating: 
In the few moments when school leaves you 
alone so that you will not get into mischief 
but in the hope you will have a sense of 
leisure, what do you talk about? De you 
talk about other people? Do you engage in 
that most American sort of conyersation,- 
and the Lerd God Almighty knows there is

an awful lot of it,—which has to do with 
gossip, with personalities, with Susie, and 
Jim and Tom and Dick and Harry and Er- 
mintrude and Hildegarde? Most of the time 
we are using our tongues we are doing it to 
talk personalities. It indicates a subnormal 
mentality. It also indicates an unethical 
mentality, 

But do you, in those rare moments, talk 
about facts? Do you talk about the things 
you have been learning, facts let us say in 
science? ‘“‘Why,”’ you say, “how quaint! 
Why should I?” 

But do you, when you have your moments 
of leisure, not talk gossip and personalities, 
and not merely talk facts, but talk ideas, or 
has it ever occurred to you that ideas are 
going to make and mar this republic in the 
future as ideas have made and marred it in the 
past? Has that occurred to you? There really 
isno reason why you should be supported by 
your fellows and by the school and by the 
milk boys and by these men utting up the 
tents here today—working ‘all 1 day Sunday 
getting ready for tomorrow—there is no 
reason why you should be subsidized by all 
these unless it is that you should get the 
thing the school stands for—learning, mental 
power, love of the intellectual life, interest in 
the play of ideas, and understanding that 
ideas are the creative pone of any culture. 

Again it is perfectly clear that American 
life is not altogether interested in this sort of 
thing, when you look at our amusements. If 
you will look a nation’s amusements you will 
get a good idea of the character of the nation. 
by seeing what that nation does in its mo- 
ments of economic freedom. Look at the 
movie shows, and now the talkies, I do not 
like that word. I call them “speakies’—I like 
that better. How much do they show the 
sense of moral responsibility for intelligent 
participation in life? Answer me that ques- 
tion. Take their titles. ““Romance of the 
Underworld.” Oh, how fascinating! And 
another one, “ The Woman God Forgot.” 
A silly title. Another one, “Was She Maid, 
Wife or Widow?” 

I would advise you girls who are being 
graduated and are supposed to go out of this 
place with something more than an informed 
intelligence, to read the billboards of the 
cinema shows and see how American life 
drops into semi-salacious sentimentality. Or 
you might go further than that and look at all 
the propaganda which takes the place of 
information in the public prints. And it is 
your business to learn to distinguish between 
objective and judicial information and clever 
and commercialized propaganda. 

What is to be done for our American dem- 
ocracy in which you have a vote, if most of 
you will never bother to use it? What is to be 
done in ademocracy unless you are constantly 
working at lifting its intelligence? Do you 
remember how Carlyle defined a democracy? 
Carlyle said, “It is that form of government 
in which Jesus Christ and Judas Iscariot each 
has one vote!”” We have got plenty of morons 
voting—plenty of them. It is up to you to see 
that women who have character, brains, 
intelligence, power to realize life, are voting. 
Otherwise your whole education is wasted. 

What is the moral obligation on you, then? 
To be intelligent. That, first of all. I have 
not the least worry that you are going to in- 
dulge in any spectacular, secondary sins. I 
am afraid you will indulge in Vite and 
primary sins; the acceptance of easy ignor- 
ance; the use of purely conventionalized 
judgment; the dreadful sense of local com- 
placency and selfrighteousness; the life of 
community irresponsibility. Those are pri- 
mary sins if Jesus was right. 

I hope that you can take out of this bac- 
calaureate sermon just this: You naturally 
want to be good in the abstract. Like every- 
body else, you do not much like to be good in 
the concrete unless you can choose what the 
concrete is to be. Nevertheless, you natur- 
ally want to be good, and you must realize 
that to be good in a rapidly shifting world 
like ours calls for genuine intellectuat power 
to realize the problems of conduct and the 
problems of faith that will come up before 
you. What is the thing which is your obliga- 
tion as graduates of Abbot Reaceny? Have 
you gotten here the habit of intellectual 
industry? If we have gotten that habit, and 
we have learned how to collect facts and 
relate facts one to the other, and to draw 
just inferences from the facts, and to see 
their significance, that is a great thing. Then, 
have you made up your minds in these years 
within this school that you have a great 
obligation and a great opportunity for our 
nation, to watch with a trained mind the 
movements in art and literature, and religion 
and politics; the movements in economics, 
and are you going to watch them, and try to 
guide them? Are you going to become the 
constructive critics of our American life?

Some of us are diffident, but the 
gift of friendship is one for all to cultivate. It 
is a quest and the Pythian order helps to 
walk along the path of friendship. : 

Pythias went forth to do something for 
Damon, and he was successful. In our lives, 
we must renounce selfishness if we are to 
make conquests for friendship. : 

And there must be consecration. Pythias 
consecrated his life to Damon. We must have 
sympathy for those who sorrow and those 
afflicted and in need. We must have sym- 
pathy for servants in public life, sympathy for 
those doing their best for the fraternal orders 
where criticism is too often heard. Sympathy 
is a great expression in making for consecra- 
tion. But more than sympathy is needed. 
Power is needed to do even the small things 
in life to express friendship. The industry of 
building the Temple of Friendship needs 
motive power. That motive power is not in- 
herent within ourselves, but comes from God.

A La Jesse James 

Is prohibition enforcement running 
wild? Are those who are coping with an 
almost impossible situation growing 
desperate? and losing their heads? The 
recent inexcusable shooting along the 
Canadian border shows to what drastic 
lengths some agents of the law are going 
in an attempt to force an unpopular 
piece of legislation down throats both 
dry and wet. Incidents of this kind make 
opponents of some of prohibition’s for- 
mer ardent supporters. Unless federal 
officers are more reasonable in their 
methods, prohibition will come to be a 
bitter political battling ground in the 
near future. The Boston Traveler de- 
plores this tragic business in the follow- 
ing editorial, 

The much-too-quick trigger-finger of a dry 
agent has claimed an apparently innocent 
victim, in another of those episodes along the 
Canadian border, This time a candy merchant 
named Henry Virkkula of Big Falls, Minn., 
driving homeward from the border with his 
wife and two children, met instantaneous 
death when he failed to halt at the com- 
mands of federal patrolmen assigned to pre- 
vent smuggling. 

Not a sign of liquor was found in the car, 
county police declare. 

Call it murder or what you will, the fact 
remains that a citizen who was not violating 
the prohibition or anti-smuggling laws in any 
particular, has been whisked into eternity by 
the hasty act of a federal officer who thought 
his authority was being defied or was going 
to be. Virkkula’s wife says he had not gone 
ten feet after the command to stop was heard, 
before he was shot. 

While the courts are proceeding to try the 
officer, E. J. White, who admits firing the 
fatal volley, the public in its turn, will 
ponder the facts and wonder whose turn will 
come next to be executed by the quicker- 
than-lynch law of the border. No doubt 
federal patrolmen are cautioned by their 
superior officers not to shoot except in self- 
defence. Too many of them ignore that cau- 
tion with tragic results. Indirectly they help 
to increase still further the resentment which 
the dry law has aroused in many breasts.

Salvation of Farm Depends on Efficiency Methods 


Babson Park, Massachusetts, June 14, 
1929. Notwithstanding the scathing criticism 
by certain foreign “intelligencia”’ of American 
standardization and machine methods, the 
fact remains that these methods have made 
America the most prosperous and the most 
comfortable country in the world in which to 
live. If standardization is bringing us all onto 
a common level, so that we all dress much 
alike, enjoy the same amusements, have 
many of the same privileges and luxuries, 
then it is truly making us a democratic 
nation. How much better than that half of 
our people should live in miserable poverty so 
characteristic of many European countries! 

Iam much interested in the relation of the 
prosperity of various industries to the degree 
in which they have been standardized and 
mechanized. Unquestionably the increasing 
use of machinery is the reason why some 
industries show larger output per worker 
than others. Of course, certain lines of busi- 
ness are better adapted to machine methods 
than others. However, many industries which 
formerly thought they could not use modern 
machinery at all are rapidly adopting it. 


Relative Efficiency of Industries 


One way to determine the approximate 
efficiency of an industry is to divide the pro- 
duction value added by manufacture” by the 
number of employees. This figure, known as 
“value added by manufacture,” is arrived at 
by deducting the cost of the raw materials 
from the total value of the products pro- 
duced. It shows the increase in value resultin; 
from the manufacturing process. In sacral 
those industries with the highest value per 
worker are the most efficient. It does not 
matter whether this efficiency comes through 
the use of labor-saving machinery, through 
Letter management, through more efficient 
labor devices, or through a combination of 
these causes. I find that those industries 
which are making the greatest use of machin- 
ery are showing the highest value of products 
per worker. For example, among the largest 
industries, automobiles stand at the head of 
the list with a value per worker of $4,108 per

annum. Next is the printing and publishing 
business with $3,849. The meat packing 
industry is third with $3,530; iron and steel 
fourth with $3,206; men’s and women’s 
clothing fifth with $3,070; electrical machin- 
ery and equipment sixth with $3,052; 
machinery and machine shop products 
seventh with $2,803; lumber eighth with 
$1,796; and cotton textiles ninth with $1,389. 


Most Prosperous Lines Use Machine 
Methods 


Present great prosperity of the automobile 
industry would never have been possible 
were it not for the remarkable improvements 
in machinery and the standardization of pro- 
duction methods of the past few years. 
Another huge industry, iron and steel, is now 
making the most extensive use of machine 
methods in its history. Earnings of the iron 
and steel business were 111 per cent greater 
in the first quarter of 1929 than in the same 
period of 1928, indicating a highly prosperous 
condition. Other notably prosperous lines are 
electrical machinery and equipment, printing 
and publishing, machinery and machine 
tools, chemicals and drugs, petroleum refining 
and food products. 

Contrast the high earnings of these busines- 
ses which are all large users of machinery, 
with the low earnings of agriculture where 
man-power still is the most important factor. 
To be sure, introduction of farm machinery 
is going on rapidly and the use of power on 
the farm in the next few years should greatly 
help in reducing costs and increasing profits 
of farming. Today, however, the farm in- 
dustry is employing one-third of the total 
workers of the country and still shows a value 
or production per worker lower than any 
other industry. The salvation of the farmer 
depends upon adopting the efficiency method, 
insofar as possible, that have been successful 
in manufacturing lines.

Although greater uses of machinery are 
creating some unemployment, they are also

tending to keep wages of those employed at 
high levels. Industry can still keep high wages 
only when it is prosperous. As machinery 
and standardization of products increase 
industrial profits they keep wages high. 
Moreover, mass production through machine 
methods tends to build up new industries 
accessory to, or affiliated with, those already 
in existence, For example, the growth of the 
auto accessory business, garages, filling 
stations, etc., is directly due to mass produc- 
tion of automobiles. Thus new jobs are pro- 
vided in servicing lines for those thrown out 
of production work by labor-saving machin- 
ery. The problem of caring for the ‘‘machine- 
made-unemployed” is one of vocational 
adjustment. Other new industries and serv- 
ices are springing up which will ultimately 
take care of these men, but, as I have often 
mentioned, there is a great need for adult 
Ns tet training to fit them for their new 
work. 


Machines and Merchandising 


The cost of distribution is one of the high- 
est costs in our whole economic system. Our 
production processes have reached a high 
state of efficiency, but our selling is still 
wasteful. This is leading to the introduction 
of mechanical devices such as vending mach- 
ines. Such machines are particularly adapted 
to the sale of nationally advertised nackxte 
goods. Purchasers know exactly what they 
are getting when they buy these nationally 
known products and in many instances a 
vending machine is quicker and more con- 
venient, and certainly a more economical 
method of selling. The time may come when 
a very large pe of our retail selling will be 
done by machine. There are physical limita- 
tions to this of course, and there will always 
be the requirement for individual service 
which only human contact can _ provide. 
Nevertheless, labor-saving machinery is 
steadily coming into the field of merchandis- 
ing and this movement will continue.

The family doctor in cancer should be the 
atient’s guide, philosopher and friend. He is 
familiar with all the resources in his region of 
the country which can be turned to the ad- 
vantage of his patients. He should be sus- 
picious of cancer upon the slightest evidence, 
and he should be firm in the instruction he 
gives as to treatment. Being a practitioner of 
medicine and not a surgeon, he may not be 
able to perform the operation, if one is re- 
quired, but he should know the qualifications 
of those who can do so with the greatest skill. 
He should be aware of the pitfalls which lie in 
the field of quackery and be able to guide his 
patients away from them.

& popular way of saying that a candi 
date received two-thirds of all the 
votes cast In an election Suppose, for 
instance, 8,000 votes are cast, and one 
candidate receives 1,000 and the other 
2,000. The latter receiver a two-thirds 
majority! namely, two-thirds of all 
the votes cast. In this case the ac. 
tual majority over the other can‘ 
date Is only one-third of all the votes. 
and literally “two-thirds majority” 
should mean that the difference be 
tween .he two figures {ts two-thirds of 
the total numbe: of votes. For in 
stance, ff one candidate had received 
500 and the other 2,100. the difference 
—2,.00—would equal two-thirds of 
the total. But the term ts generally 
used to express the Idea of two-thirds 
of all the votes regardless of the num 
ber recelved by other candidates.—

Ballardvale Scout Wins Coveted Trip to 
England 

Alvin Zink a fourteen-year old scout from 
Ballardvale is announced as the winner of the 
trip to the Scout Jamboree to be held at 
Bickenhead, England, during the first two 
weeks of August. : 

Zink comes out as winner in a contest In 
which sixteen of the Andover scouts enrolled, 
practically each troop in town having one or 
more to represent it. 

The contest was planned so that a boy was 
judged in three different whys. His personal 
record in scouting counted fifty percent , the 
record of his troop counted twenty-five per 
cent, and the personality of the scout himself 
counted twenty-five per cent. 

The record of standing of each scout is kept 
carefully by the Scout Executive and this 
record was used to judge his advancement in 
scouting. 

The Scout Commissioner grades each troop 
three times each year and these figures, made 
up by careful observation of the work of the 
troops, were used to decide each troop’s 
record, 

The personality test represented the most 
difficult problem and for this test each of the 
contestants was required to write a theme 
on the subject “What the Trip to the Jam- 
boree Means to Me.” 

The contestants were called together one 
evening without knowing what the test was 
to be, and were then asked to write a theme 
on the above subject. In this way no boy 
could prepare in advance and the theme 
represented his uninfluenced ideas. The boys 
standing highest in this test were then asked 
to meet as judge, Bernard M. Sheridan, 
Superintendent of Schools of Lawrence. 

Mr. Sheridan knew none of the boys, and 
so was an impartial judge, he met each boy 
and studied him and gave each one a person- 
ality rating which was used to count for 
twenty-five percent on his final rating. 

The personality record, while the hardest 
to decide, is really the most important as the 
trip as planned was not intended merely to 
give an Andover scout a good time, but to 
stimulate such an interest among the scouts 
in scout work that the organization in the 
whole town shall feel the benefits from this 
trip. 

It was desired, therefore, as far as possible, 
that the boy chosen should be able to bring 
back to his fellow scouts such reports, that 
the organization at home should feel the 
inspiration of the trip. 

For this reason, at the start, the boys were 
told that two boys who had equal standing 
in scouting would be further judged and the 
one chosen would be the one who gave 
promise of getting the most out of the trip. 

These Jamborees are held every three years 
and it is believed that if Andover scouts 
could look forward to a trip of this kind as a 
reward for excellent work, the work of the 
scouts and scoutmasters would be very 
greatly benefited. It is with this hope in mind 
that this trip has been planned. 

Scout Zink is fourteen and one half years 
old and is in the freshman class at Punchard; 
he has shown a keen interest in scouting from 
the start. He is a Life scout and has won 
twenty merit badges, lacking one only to 
become an Eagle Scout. 

The official American Red Cross First Aid 
Course conducted by the North-Essex 
Council Inc., Boy Scouts of America, came 
to a happy ending on Wednesday evening, 
June 12, with appropriate exercises in the 
Oliver School Hall in Lawrence. Friends of 
the Boy Scout Movement in Andover should 
be particularly pleased to know that one 
fourth of the graduates were members of the 
Andover Scout organization; in a class of 
sixty-four, sixteen were local nembers. In 
addition to this Andover had the honor of 
furnishing the official Red Cross Instructor in 
the person of Dr. Edward J. Sawyer of 
Central street. 

The American Red Cross Society pre- 
sented an engraved certificate and a bronze 
First Aid Medal to the following Andover
